GOV. PATTISON'S MESSAGE. 


Govcnor Puttison in his message re- 


peats his views upon tho enforcement 
of the Constitution against all corpora- 
tions, and calls for legiblution, enact- 
ing the sixteenth and seventeenth arti- 
cles of tho Constitution, with severe 
penalties fur violations of them. 
He 


pronounces the Reading 
Railroad 


"combine" an especially flagrant illus- 
tration of the manner in which the 
Constitution is defied. 


The State Board of Health is com 


mended for taking prompt and ample 
precautions against 
cholera. It 
is 


rocoramanclcd tliut nuUioiily fui Uic 


afinitary orgnnization of the State be 
extended to the rural districts, thus 
giving to every portion of the State 
some legally constituted local hcaltl: 
authority. The compulsory establish- 
ment of boards of health in all cities 
and incorporated boroug'.is, the pro 
tection of the purity of the water sup' 
plies and provision by an appropria- 
tion for a fund to ba known as an 
emergency fund to meet extraordinary 
cases arc urgently recommended. 


The Governor speaks of the possible 


return of the cholera during the com- 
ing summer and urges the authentic 
to make every effort to meet it shoulc 
it appear. He says: 


Miicli will depend upon a. pcrfec 


quarantine system. The port, quaran 
tine and health laws of Pennsylvania 
are imperfect and confusing. 
All o" 


jects should be repealed and a uniform 
quarantine law and health code en- 
acted. 
Under existing laws neither 


the State nor the city health officials 
have their duties and powers clearly 
defined. 


Tho result is constant confusion, 


disagreement and complications which 
always arc to the disadvantage of the 
State. 
If a new code of laws should 


be enacted, I suggest that provision 
be made for only one officer, to be 
designated as the port and quarantine 
physician, with such assistants as may 
be deemed necessary, and to be in 
continuous service the entire year; 
the quarantine season to be from June 
1 to October 1, of each year, and when 
deemed necessary the time to be ex- 
tended by the proclamation of the 
health officer under the authority of 
the ICxocutivo. 


Considerable space is taken up with 


an account of the labor troubles and 
the uses of the National Guard at 
Moorewood and Homestead, 
The ex- 


perience at the former place cost the 
State $35,350.13 and at Homestead 
$430,056.88. 
Speaking of the way in 


which the Sheriff dealt with the Home- 
stead disturbance, the Governor says : 


There was really no effort made on 


the part of the civil authorities to sup- 
press the disorder.

rities of the county or the State. The 
State of Pennsylvania 1ms already a 
"Stale police" in the coal and iron 
police. 
Railroad companies, manu- 


facturing companies, and mining com- 
panies, upon application to the Execu- 
tive, with the nomination of the officer 
can have commissioned a watchman or 
policeman, who must be, however, of 
good character and well indorsed. His 
commission issues from the office of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
and is recorded in the office of the Re- 
corder of Deeds in the county or 
counties for which he is appointed. 
With such authority there is no neces- 
sity for any company or corporation 
introducing armed men who are not 
citizens of the State and who are un- 
known to its officers or to its authority.

with individual rights are recommend- 
ed, and stringent laws to regulate the 
sale and storage of powerful 
and 


dangerous explosives.

the state. The stale officials are the literati 
who have secured their positions through 
the study of the classics—i. e., the "Sacred 
Writings of Confucius." The Confucianist 
temples are protected and honored by the 
state, and the worship of Confucius is car- 
ried on at the expense of the state. In a 
limited sense, too, Buddhism can also claim 
to be a state religion. The some is also 
true of Taoism, since deceased generals and 
statesmen are assigned their corresponding 
ranks with the Taoistic king of the lower 
world in hades. 
In this role they are 


worshiped in Taoistic temples. In this way 
it is possible for a Chinaman "to make use 
of all three religions without getting into 
conflict with the distinctive principles of 
any of them. Their officials worship to- 
gether. In funeral services monks of both 
orders are found performing functions on 
different days. 


The public temples are usually in control 


of the Taoists, but sometimes are in charge 
of Buddhists. Not rarely Taoistic gods are 
found in Buddhist temples and vice versa. 
Sometimes they differ only in name. The 
Buddhist goddess of mercy Is the Taoist 
goddess of heaven. The pearl king of the 
Taoists is the imperial ruler of the Bud- 
dhists. Both systems teach the same ten 
princes in hades, and even a reproduction 
of the Buddhist punishment in hell is found 
in the Taoist temples.—Allgemeine Mis- 
sion-Zeitschrift. 


The Delicacy of Measuring Instruments. 


The adjustment of measuring instru- 


ments has been brought to a point of such 
accuracy as to give almost incredible re- 
sults. Scales ore now mode that will weigh 
the flame of a candle or tho smallest strand 
of hair plucked from the eyebrow. These 
scales are triumphs of mechanism and are 
inclosed in glass cases, as the slightest 
hrpjith of air would impair their records. 
The glass cases nave a sliding door, and as 
soon as the weight is placed in the balances 
the door slides down. The balances are 
cleared again and made ready for further 
Use by the pressing of a button, which 
slightly raises the beams. Two pieces of 
paper of equal weight can be placed in the 
scales, and an autograph written in poncll 
on either piece will cause the other side to 
ascend, and the needle, which indicates the 
divisions of weight even to the 10,000,800th 
part of a pound and less, will move from 
its perpendicular. A signature containing 
nine letters has been weighed and proved 
to be exactly two milligrams or the 15,500th 
part of an ounce troy.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

The main ball is 
constructed entirely of alabaster, the sup- 
ports being columns of oxidized brass and 
bronze. The gallery and grand staircase are 
of marbles brought from Sicily and Carrara. 
The drawing rooms are paneled with alter- 
nate strips of cherry, walnut and ebony, all 
from America. 
The main dining room, 


which was built so as to accommodate 280 
guests, is finished after the style of the 
drawing rooms, with the exception of relief 
figures and mosaics of flbh, game, animals 
etc. 


The ceilings and chimney pieces of all 


theso room» are most artistic, and BO also 
are the windows, mantels aud doors, the 
work of which are most elaborate. There 
are three iminenM libraries and a billiard 
room, all with carved stone fireplaces of 
intique design. 
In one wing there are 


Turkish and swimming baths, large conserv- 
atories, avaries, aquariums, etc. The whole 
palace is heated throughout with steam and 
hot water pipes and lighted both by gas 
and electricity. The pictures in the gal- 
eries are alone worth $300,000 and the 
jooks in the library as much more. The 
milding, decorating and furnishing of this 
mlace, which is without doubt the finest 
private residence on the globe, entailed an 
outlay of £1,000,000, nearly $5,000,000.—St 
Louis Republic.
